G.S.R. 724(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 67 read with Sub-section (5) of Section 6 of the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and 
Members) Rules, 1970, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of 

Service of Chairman and Members) Am^dment Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the 20th December, 2005. 

2. In the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members) 

Rules, 1970, in rule 4, after the proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely :— 

‘Provided ftirther (hat on and from the 20th December, 2005, the provisions of this rule shall have effect as if for the 

words and figures “the scale of pay rupees 22400-525-24500”, the words and figures “the scale of pay of rupees 

24050-650-26000” h^ been substituted’.

Explanatmy Memorandum 

Amendment in rule 4 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of Service of 
Chairman and Members) Rules, 1970. 

The Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members) 
Rules, 1970 prescribe, internalia, remuneration, allowance, etc. of the Chairman and Members of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (MRTP Commission). The pay and allowances of those Members appointed in the 
Commission who could be the sitting or retired Judges of the Supreme Court/High Court is protected. This protection is not 
available in the case of Members coming fiom other streams which is discriminatory and creates an anomaly with regard to 
the protection of pay scales of Members who had worked in a pay scale higher than the existing scale prior to their 
appointment as Members. It is desirable that pay scales of all the Members should be identical in the same regulatory body 
so that mere is no discrimination amongst them. This situation in the MRTP Commission can be addr^sed if the scale of 
pay of Members is revised from Rs. 22400—24500 to Rs. 24050-650-26000 which would allow the protection of pay of a 
Member who had served in a pay scale going beyond Rs. 24500 (i.e. the maximum of the existing scale) so as to enable them 
to get ther benefit pf protection of pay last drawn by them at the time of their retirement. Simultaneously, it would also 
= mmntain a differential in the pay scale of the Chairman ^d those of the Members. 

Section 67 of the Monopolies and Resttictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 empowers the Central Government to 
make rules in relation to the conditions of service of the Members of the Commission retrospectively to a date not earlier 
than 1st January, 1986. Rule 4 is, therefore, suitably amended to revise the scale of pay and allowances ofthe Members with 
immediate effect No person is likely to be adversely affected by the issue of the amendment and giving it with immediate 
effect. 
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
